In Islamic terminology, the term Hadith refers to reports of statements or 
actions of Prophet Muhammad (PBUH), or of his tacit approval or criticism 
of something said or done in his presence. 





Hadith Oudsi: Hadith Oudsi (Sacred Hadith) is a sub-category of Hadith 
which are sayings of Muhammad (PBUH). Muslims regard the Hadith Qudsi 
as the words of Allah, repeated by Muhammad and recorded on the 
condition of a sanad.

and Support: Also this will strengthen our faith and iman: In 
many verses of the Qur'an and in the hadiths of the Prophet, 
sallallahu alayhi wasallam, it is explained the importance of
